7 
“We failed from Leghorn, on the 16th ult, on the 
morning of which day the French (in what numbers I kvow 
not) took poffeffion of the town, The German garrifoa 
capitnlated under condition that they fhould be permined 
to join their main army with baggage, cannon, and every 
thing belonging tothem. General Clement, commander 
of the French troops, iffued a proclamation on emtering 
the town; the summum of which was, That the civil gov- 
ernment of Tufcaay, owing to the good harmony, that 
fubfifted between France and the Court of Vienna, was to 
undergo no change whatfoever; the inhabitaats, of what- 
foever nation they might be, had nothing to fear, fince he 


of their perfons and property, aod invited any of them, 
who might have fled, under apprehenfious of danger, to 
return to their native home ;-----wheie they would not be 
molefied in the [mallet degree. 
** The above event was as fudden as unexpeted, for in 
virtue of the prolongation of the armiftice, we coaccived 
ourfelves periectly lccure. If we are to judge irom Che 
manner the Auflrian Commander in Chief in Lufeany, Gen- 
eral Somariva expreffed bimlelf ia his proclamation to the 
Tufcans, announcing the invafion about to take place----it 
was a grofs infringement of the armiftice. Some fuppofe 
thet France and Aultria, are, notwithftanding, perieétly 
| agreed upon the fubje@&, as peace between them was be- 
| lieved to be upon the eve of being concluded, and tha the
